Canada having, during the last two 
years of the war, demonstrated her 
abilityto finance herself,,it is nov 
expected, both at home and abroad, 
that she will continue o do so, Lon- 
don advices say that she is expected to 
meet loans falling due there this year 
and that Canadians residing there, ad- 
mit that this should be done, in dddi- 
tion to the financing of the Dominion’s 
growing foreign trade. 

. Canadian opinion also prettey gen- 
erally agree& that it is in the interest 
of the country that this should be done, 
There is a feeling that while some 
borrowing may have to be done, the 
better for Canada, Indeed the ’ wis- 
dom of converting Canada from a 
“|borrowing into a lending nation is so 
manifest that there is a general de- 
mand that this be done. 

War Savings Stamps are a step in 
this direction, for through their sale 
funds are placed in the hands of the 
Dominion government. In other 
words this means that, instead of bor- 
rowing in London and New York, the 
goernment is tring to get at home the 
funds it needs. It has also arranged 
thet any person having $4.00, may 
thus lend it to the government, which 
pays 4% per cent compounded half- 
yearly.

A small quantity of dark oil ob- 
tained in one of the wells in the Vik- 
ing gas-field is an eiicouraging indi- 
cation, and oil has also been found in 
the Pelican Rapids gas well. Seepages 
of oil have been found near Waterton 
lake in southwestern Alberta, and in 
the Flathead valley in southeastern 
British Columbia. 

In northern Alberta, there are en- 
ormous tar ‘seepages which evidence 
an upwelling of petroleum unequalled 
elsewhere in tha world. Along “the 
Athabasca river, they extend from 
Pelican Rapids to Fort McKay, a dis- 
tance of over.100 miles, The known 
occurances indicate that there is in 
sight at least 6% cubic miles of bit- 
umen, and the petroleum from which 
it was derived must have been many 
times greater. While this enormous 
amount of petroleum has . escaped, 
there must be untapped reserviors in 
the Devonian limestone whence it was 
derived. Similar seepages occur near 
the Peace and: Mackenzie river.
